in Pen for Murder of 


Celery King 


BELIEVES MAN INNOCENT 


Had Been Twice Recom- 


mended for Pardon by 


Pardoning Board— 
Wife Was Always 


Active. 


Columbus, O., June 7.—After 
serv- 


ing 12 years of a life sentence in the 
penitentiary for the murder of W. C 
Johnson of Carey, Wyandot county 
known as "The Celery King," George 
TJry yesterday walked away 
from 


prison a free man. He was pardoned 
by Governor Cox. 


"There seems to_ have been a mis- 
carriage of justice in Ury's case," Gov- 
ernor Cox said, after signing the par- 
don. 
He believes Ury was innocent 


of the brutal murder for 
which a 


Wyandot county jury convicted him. 


Ury twice had been unanimously rec- 


ommended for pardon by the pardon- 
ing board,, but Governor Harmon re 
fused to extend executive clemency. 
Samuel D. Dodge, a former member of 
the board, after many months spent 
in examining the records of the case, 
declared that Ury undoubtedly 
was 


innocent. 


The recommendation of the pardon- 


Ing board was on the desk of Gov- 
ernor Harmon when he was succeeded 
by Governor Cox. Shortly after Gov- 
ernor Cox assumed office, his attention 
was called to Ury's 
case, and 
he 


started another Investigation. 


Four other men were convicted with 


Ury for the murder. Three of them, 
Charles "Foster, Marsh Ltrrtlslay, and 
William Miller, died in prison. Liock 
Foster is serving a life sentence. 


On the night of September 11, 1900, 


five masked men entered the Johnson 
home. 
They tied Mr. Johnson to a 


bed and shot him. Other members of 
the family were bound to beds and 
other furniture. 
Johnson was sup- 


posed to have had a large sum ol 
money in the house, but the robbers 
failed to get more than a few dollars. 


Five tramps who had been seen in 


that section of the country were ar- 
rested next day, but they 
were re- 


leased. Bloodhounds, which then were 
put on the trail at the Johnson home, 
went to the spot where the tramps 
were arrested. 
The tramps had lett 


and never were found. 
. As weeks wont on, Wyandot coun- 
ty citizens became enraged at the slow 
progress of officials in bringing the 
guilty men to justice. It was aftei 
the public became aroused that Ury 
and the four other men were arrested 
Their conviction 
followed 
chiefly 


through the testimony of Mrs. John- 
son, who identified them only aftei 
each had been disguised as she al- 
leged they were when the murder wa.s 
committed. 


Ury was a picture dealer, traveling 


about the country taking Orders for 
pictures. The alibi which he set up 
in the trial is considered by Governor 
Cox and the pardoning board to out- 
weigh completely 
all evidence sub- 


mitted by the state. 


According to his 
own statement, 


which is 'borne out by witnesses, U»y 
spent the night at the home of Alex 
Tittle, near Rising Sun, more than 30 
miles from the scene of the murder 
This was testified to by the Tittles and 
also by Hurt Walker, an 
oil 
well 


driller, who slept with Ury that night 
Other witnesses testified to seeing Ury 
in the vicinity of the Tittle home, 
both on the day previous to and the 
clay following the crime. 


Walker now lives in Lancaster and 


is employed by an oil company there,

AND NUMBER 


ENTOMBED

'Shamokin, Pa., June 7—Two min- 


ers were killed and 
more than a 


dozen were injured today in an ex- 
plosion in the iScott shaft, four miles 
from here, operated by the Susque- 
hanna Coal comaany. 
Officials of 


the company announce that no men 
were entombed, but mine workers 
declared that they believed 
other 


men 
were still 
entombed in the 
mine. 


The explosion occurred in the sec- 


ond shaft of a slope, almost a mile 
under ground, and the slope imme- 
diately caught fire. 


John Wier, inside superintendent 


and his assistants organized a rescu- 
ing party and within an hour two 
dead and 
fourteen injured 
were 


brought to the surface. 
The dead 


men were foreign speaking miners 
and nearly all the injured are also 
foreigners. 
Of the injured at least 


two are expected to die. 


A telephone message to the offices 


of the Susquehanna Coal 
company 


here stated that two men were killed, 
fourteen others injured and that no 
miners were entombed in the explo- 
sion at the Scott shaft near Shamo- 
kin. 
The Susquehanna Coal 
com- 


pany is a subsidiary of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company. 


After several hours work the res- 


cuing party came upon a group of 
twnty miners in the burning shaft. 
They were unhurt and were taken to 
the surface. 
It is not believed that 


any men are in the shaft.

$8,000 for the company. The flrst 
$1,000 is to be paid the company as 
soon as a site is secured and ma- 
chinery installed, the second at the 
end of the first six months of the 
plant's operation and the third in- 
stallment of $1,000 is to 
be 
paid 


within one year from the payment 


of the second installment, on the 
condition that the company has em- 
ployed not less than an Average of 
fifty men per day with an average 
•weekly payroll of $900 during the 
year. 


A. R. Lindorf is president and A. 


G. Wyeth treasurer of the company. 
Although it has been manufacturing 
in a small way from its plant located 
in West Newark, the company has di- 
rected affairs from its Columbus of- 
fice. 


With the success of the rubber 


manufacturing industry, and in view 
of contracts assured the newcnncern, 
officers of the Board of Trade feel 
that they have landed a good propo- 
sition for Newark. J. S. McClurg of 
Boston, Mass., has already executed 
a sub-contracting agreement with the 
Pharis company for an output of 
fifty automobile tires a day, and has 
expressed a desire to take 100 daily.

There is nothing in common be- 


tween classification and limitation. 
Should the classification of proper- 
ty for taxation be authorized, the 
general assembly can provide for 
an ultimate rate t'osr each classi- 
fication, just as it has in the matter 
of all property under the present 
or uniform rule system. The adop- 
tion of a constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing ti'ie classification 
of property Avould not have any 
effect upon the SnuVh law, which 
would stand undisturbed, in that 
event, with all its limitations. 


Interests opposed to the Gover- 


nor's progressive legislative pro- 
gram are for the purpose of ad- 
vancing their own selfish designs 
using the cry that the state admin- 
istration is antagonistic to the 
Smith law. The truth is but for 
the friendship of the Governor to 
that measure we would today have 
no Smith one per cent ta.x rate act.

ing these girls;—victims of heredity 
and unfortunate environment—up to 
a higher plane of life, did not, un- 
der the jurisdiction of men—become 
the haven of refuge it was intended 
to become. 
It was not—as intended 
—a place of kindly, tli.dtigh firm dis- 
cipline, a place wlttatk tineiaw of jus- 
tice and love 
reigned 
and where 


through 
the 
gentle 
influence 
of 


wholesome surroundings these poor 
unfortunate 
girls 
were 
given 


glimpses of Something 
higher and 


better to which they would lie en- 
couraged to 'reach If they desired to 
make the effort. 
Instead of it being 


such an institution as those instru- 
mental 
in securing it, 
hoped it 


would become, rumors that 
could 


not 'be denied began to reach the ears 
of the public of deplorable conditions 
at the Girls Industrial school. 
Utter 


lack of wise discipline, 
abuse of 


power in every direction; outrageous 
behavior on the part of those in au- 
thority, and charges of a grave na- 
ture were made. 
There was an in- 


dignant protest from the women of 
the state. 
Vigorous action and in- 


sistency on their part led to an in- 
vestigation 
and 
conditions 
were 


found to be even worse than had 
been reported. 
The whole state was 


aroused by the report of this inves- 
tigation and after the most, strenu- 
ous efforts on the part of prominent 
club women, a woman was appointed 
a Chief Matron 
Under her wise and 


kindly administration, the Girls In- 
dustrial School has become in many 
respects a model institution and is 
accomplishing in a splendid manner 
the work for which it was intended. 
Great has been the joy and satis- 


faction of the women of the state in 
the improvement evident to the most 
prejudiced observer, and great was 
their dismay and indignation when 
they recently were*Informed that the 
appointment of a woman to this po- 
sition was unconstitutional and re- 
gardless of the fine record made by 
the present Chief Matron, Miss Dve 
—the position must be given to an 
elector. 
<As the 
informatjon "ema- 


nated from his office, Attorney Gen- 
eral Hogan was at once held to be 
responsible and vehement 
protests 
were sent by women from every part 
or the state. 
This conclusion, while 


natural to those not conversant with

In Civic Improvement, 


A federation ot men's clubs and 


women's clubs for the improvement 
of their community, is the interest- 
ing idea evolved by a Woman's Civic 
club of Price Hill, a suburb ot Cin- 
cinnati. They requested each club on 
the hill to send three delegates to a 
mass meeting called for the purpose 
of discussing the idea of a general 
federation of all the clubs. They also 
invited all those interested to meet 
with them m the auditorium of the 
Public Library. The men responded 
most cordially to the invitation, and 
about one hundred met on the even- 
ing appointed, two-thirds of the aud- 
ience .being men. 
TJie .president of 


the Woman's Civic club presided and 
briefly,, but clearly stated the reason 
for the meeting and asked for a gen- 
eral expression of opinion. 
A plan 


to federate the men's organizations 
had been talked of by members of 
the different clubs—but they had 
not considered taking in the women's 
clubs. 
There was a very decided 


sentiment in favor of the larger or- 
ganization and a most cordial spirit 
of co-operation with 
the-, women's 
clubs was manifested by the men 
The discussion of plans was animat- 
ed and a real community center spirit 
aroused. 
After suggestions by those 


especially interested in various pro- 
jects for the improvement 
of the 


suburb, a plan was adopted of hav- 
ing a committee appointed consist- 
ing of both men and women to con- 
sider the matter from every angle 
and formulate a working plan. This 
committee has had one meeting and 
will soon report.. The development 
of this experiment will -be watched 
with great interest, as it is really 
the evolving of -the smaller force of 
separate clubs into the greater one 
of the large federated organization;

nolds - Stories of John Burns and Jennie Wade- 


Meeting of General Gordon and General Bar- 


low • Gloomy Day for Union Army. 


ETTYBBURG has an Immortal 
place in history because it was 
there- fifty years ago -that one of 
the greatest battles of the world 


vas fought: It was there that the 
freatcst conflict of the Civil War oc- 
:ufred: It, was there that took place 
.he only engagement north of the 
Mason and Dlxon's line; it was there, 
t has been conceded, that the Con- 
'ederacy met its most effectual check, 
'or from that time on its fate though 
lelayed was certain; and It is for thes" 
ind other reasons it is fitting that it 
ihpuld be there that private and pub- 
ic bounty should be more generous In 
jerpetuatlng the memories of that 
leld of carnage than any other of that 
treat strife between brothers. 


It ministers to the' pride of one as 


/veil as saves that of the other that 
he 
turning point

that terrific 


Struggle between the States should be 
located on the north of that historic 
ine which divided the slave States 
trotn the free Commonwealths. 
To 


he North, Jt tneans that an invasion 
»y the foe has been i^.jelled, while to 
the South there is consolation in the 
fact that the decisive battle of th<? 
war which scaled their fate was not 
fought on the battle-scarred soil of 
the Old Dominion. 


After Chancellorsville, Lee and nls 


souncll of war determined to invade 
the North, and in a few weeks he was 
over-running southern 
Pennsylvania 


between Chambersburg and Harris- 
burg. The Army of the Potomac fol- 
lowed him to check hip onward march 
and after some manoeuvering portions 
Sf the two armies met just north of 
the clty^of 
Gettysburg—-the Con- 


federates coming in from the North, 
while the Union forces were to the 


south, and it is said that this Is the 
only time in the Civil War when the 
two armies stood opposing each other 
with the Southern troops coming into 
the engagement from the north. Lee 
and his army were cut off from retreat 
into Virginia by the Federal Army to 
the South of them. 
On June 28th, 


Private George Sandoe, a member of 
a volunteer cavalry regiment from the 
State of Pennsylvania, went down be- 
fore a Confederate bullet v. hen on 
scout duty—the first man killed at 
Gettysburg. 


The 
night 
of June 30th passed 


peacefully, but early on the morning 
of July 1st, it became evident that a 
battle 
was imminent. 
The 
troops 


were then In the positions shown by 
the accompanying map. 
Buford was 


early in the saddle and he watched 
eagerly for the Confederates to dis- 
close their purpose 
He had not long 


to wait for shortly before ten o'clock 
there was a shot from the enemy 
which was returned 
by the Union 


forces—-three shots being fired as the 
signal for a general ngagement along 
the line, and the Battle of Gettysburg 
was on. 


It 1s not the purpose of the writer 


to give a technical or even a general 
description 
of 
the 
movements 
or 


manoeuvcring of the two armies, but 
merely to relate incidents of that fear- 
ful carnage 
The tragic death of Gen- 


eral John P. Reynolds occurred less 
than an hour after the beginning of 
the battle. 
The best account of this 


has been given by a member of the 
Union Army Signal Corps. 
He was 


watching from the tower of the Theo- 
logical Seminary en the edge of the 
town. 
"The engagement was desper- 


ate," ho declared, "and 
the Union 


forces seemed to ba getting the worst 
of It when I suddenly saw the corps 
flag of General Reynolds 
I had no 


one to communicate with so I sent 
one of my men to Buford, who rushed 
up and seized my glasses, and on see- 
ing Reynolds said, 'Now we can hold 
the place' 
Very shortly after this 


General Reynolds and his staff came 
up and seeing Buford in the cupola he 
cried out 'What's the matter, John?' 
'The devil's to pay!' and going down 
the ladder he met General Reynolds, 
who said, "I hope you can hold out 
until my corps comes up.' 'I reckon 
I can,' was Buford's reply. 
Reynolds 


then suggested that they ride out and 
see about it. "General, do not expose 
yourself too much," said Buford, but 
Reynolds laughed and moved nearer 
still 
After giving some directions to 


Buford, which showed his determina- 
tion to concentrate and to fight, Gen- 
eral Reynolds again mounted his horse 
and rode away to meet the head of his 
column. The 
oods at this time was 


full 
of 
Confederate 
sharp-shooters 


who were picking u' men here and 
t..ere. 
When General Reynolds, ac- 


companied 
by his aides. Captains 


Mitchell 
and 
Bal-d 
and 
Orderly 


Charles H Veil, rode up one of the 
Union regiments was approaching the 
•woods Reynolds exclaimed, 'Forward, 
men, forward for God'a sake, and drive 
those fellows out of the woodsl' 
He 


turned to look for his supports and to 
hurry them on, but before he could 
speakf again the bullet 
•-! a sharp- 


shooter had penetrated his brain and 
he fell forward, dying, upon his horse. 
His fall was not noticed by the troops 
who swept on and compelled Archer's 
brigade to surrender. General Reyn- 
olds' horse carried the body a short 
distance, when ^|t was borne to the 
rear in a blanket Just as Archer hlm- 
celf was being thought in a prisoner." 
The dearth of Gfcrfral Reynolds was a 
severe blow to the Union forces, and 
no casualty of the war brought more 
widespread .mourning. 
A 
splendid 


statue has been erected to his memory 
near the spot where he fell. 
It will 


be noted that In this statue the horse 
has two feet off the ground, which in- 
dicates that "Its rider was killed. 
Statues on the field at Gettysburg 
where the horpqalls* _<*ne foot off the 
rround Indicate t&at the rider was 
wounded, while those having all four 
feet on the-ground-ahow that the rider 
escaped unhurt. ^ 


Even the death 6,f General Reynolds 


could not stay the fury of the battle. 
General Abner Doubleday succeeded 
to the command of the First Corp? 
By one o'clock both sides had been 
greatly reinforced and the line of bat- 
tle extended north of the town from 
Seminary Ridge td tli» banks of Rock 
Creek. About the middle of the after- 
noon the Union troops were being 
.. eased, back towards Gettysburg and 
five thousand men under the command 
of General Carl Shurz had been cap- 
tured, nearly half of the right wing of 
the Union forces were either dead or 


wounded and the If ft wing had been 
forced to take refuge on Cemetery 
Ridge. 


It waa In the first day's battle that 


the old Constable John Burns made 
his appearance. 
This man has thj 


distinction of being ths only civilian 
who fought in the Battle of Gettys- 
burg. 
He was born in New Jersey 


and was of Scotch parentage 
He had 


as a mere boy served in the War of 
1E12, fighting against »he British, and 
at the opening of the Civil War he 
tried to enlist but •was declared too 
old. He became a constabl - of Gettys- 
burg In 1862, and when the batt'e 


< 3curred he was in a Pghting mood 
AfU- the first hour of battle Burns 
secured a gun from a wounded soldier 
and filling his pockets with cartridges 
rushed through the Union lines and 
begged permission to fight. His offer 
was accepted and he was ordered to 
the woods, but this was not to his 
in Ing and ho persisted In going for- 
ward on the skirmish line. 
He was 


known to his friends as a dead shot 
and he picked off whomevei of the 
confederates he selected 
During the 


battle he was wounded three times and 
left for dead on the field by the hos- 
pital corps. He finally dragged him- 
self to a log house and fainted at tho 
<*oor. 
Later he was recognized and 


sent home where under his wife's care 
he recovered and lived until 1872 
A 


splendid monument has been erected 
to his memory by the cltlpens of Get- 
tysburg. 
It stands on Stone Avonm 


and shows the old man with his gun 
11 his hand and in the costume he 
wore during the battle—baggy trous- 
ers and a swallow-tailed coat. 


The only civilian killed during the 


Battle of Gettysburg met death on the 
first day. 
It was a young girl by the 


name of Jennie Wade. As the wound- 
ed soldiers were being brought Into 
town It was discovered that the food 
supply was running short and several 
of the Gettysburg women began to 
bake bread. 
Jennie Wade who lived 


in a modest home on Baltimore Street, 
TIS one of them. 
All day long she 


worked 
the 
bread 
being given to j 


friend and foe alike. During the prog- 
ress of the firht her home came 'n 
exact range of the two lines of battle 
and she was admonished to leave It 
but refused end continued her work 
Just before the first dav's battle ended 
a stray bullet pierced her heart and 
the girl fell dead In the kitchen of her 
home 
At about the same hour a 


Confederate office" of high rank was 
killed near the house and his com- 
rades were preparing a coffin for him 
but before it was completed they were 
compelled to leave and the body of 
the dead girl was burled In the coffin 
intended for the Southerner 
She was 


interred In the Citi7en's cemetery at 
Gettysburg and a beautiful monument 
has been erected over her grave 
It 


is said that both her father and her 
lover were fighting on the Union side 
at the tlmo she met her d -•ath, and 
that her father was killed in the en- 
gagement. 


One of the curious Incidents of the 


first dav's battle was that neither of 
the commanding officers desired to 
have the battle take p' -e at Gettys- 
burg. 
General Jleade was anxious to 


fight at Pipe Creek, and General Lee 
desired to meet the Union forces at 
Cashtown.

Mrs. Barlow, -/ho was etaying at tht

erate lines and found her husband still 
alive on the field. She had htm taken 
to the Bender home nearby, where by 
her careful nursing he recovered. 
Twenty years after the battle General 
Gordon and General Barlow met at • 
banquet in Washington: 


"Are you any relation to General 


Barlow who was killed at Gettys- 
burg?" 


"Yes. 
I am the man," answered 


Barlow. 
"Are you any relation to the 


General Gordon who waa reported 
dead at Gettysburg?" 


General Gordon was under the Im- 


pression that Barlow had died soon 
after he left him on the field, and at 
there was a General Gordon of tb« 
Confederate army killed each though* 
the other dead. 


The first day's fight was a gloom] 


one for the Union forces, and had thi 
Confederates known of the completi 
disorganization of the Federal trOopi 
they might have pursued and captured 
a large part of the army. 
Genera 


Meade was several miles from the fleM 
when he received the news of th« 
death of Reynolds. 
He at once sent 


Hancock to take general charge until 
he himself should arrive. 
General 


Hancock came on the field late In th« 
afternoon and his presence had a ten- 
dencj to cheer the fallen spirits of the 
men 
He assured them that reinforce- 


ments would arrive during the night 
and that victory was surely In sight on 
the morrow. 


Thus ended the first day's fight OB 


that great battlefield, hours before the 
arrival of General Meade, and had II 
been all to tell of Gettysburg, another 
defeat of the Army of the Potomac by 
Lee's gallant sons of the South would 
have been added to the many which 
had preceded it. But both of the com- 
manding Generals decided to continue 
the engagement there, and orders were 
Issued to gather in their reepectlva 
outlying forces for the terrible carnage 
which would follow on the morrow's 
morn. 
Lee had 
lost Jackson 
at 


Chancellorsville—perhaps the greatest 
Corps Commander the world has ever 
known, and there was no one to take 
his place 
Stuart for some unaccount- 


able reason had failed to appear on 
that day and his exact whereabouts 
were unknown. But Meade had gath- 
ered In all his available forces and the 
two armies rented that night within a 
short distance of each other waiting the 
coming of the dawn, when the trum- 
pets should sound the roll-call for the 
dav- the last one on earth to many 
thousands of those brave soldiers who 
on that beautiful July day were to go 
to their final roll-call beyond, the 
grave.

where, by whom and under what elr- 
:utnstancos these emblems of national- 
ity are made, and that back in your 
native land there Is a body of faithful 
ind skillful wom.en whose labor anO 
food taste are producing this part of. ( 
.he equipment of our battleships. 


The manufacture of flags Is, per- 


haps, the most picturesque work done 
tor the Navy by women. Flag mak- 
ing is interesting everywhere, but es- 
pecially so on the third floor of the i 
Equipment Building In the Brooklyn 
Navy,,Yard, where all the flags flying 
on our battleships are made 
Mr Thos 


Maloy is the master flagmaker, but the 
general work is In charge of Miss 
Mary Woods. 
This lady came to the 


flag room in 1882, when only three 
or four women were at work 
She 


does the best part of the marking and 
cutting and Is unusually celev In mak- 
ing patterns for foreign flags, many of 
which contain the queerest and most 
fantastic figures 


During the working hours the room 


Is a perfect riot of color, for piles of 
bunting of every conceivable shade are 
ill about 
Between forty and fifty 


expert 
needlewomen arc 
employed, 


their wages ranging from $1 52 to 
)2 60 per day. 
All flags are cut fro n 


measurements, and tho large ones are 
laid on the floor for that purpose and 
marked off with chalk. 
It Is remark- 


able with what accuracy these women 
Work, for there Is rarely the variation 
of a fraction of an Inch In the lots of 
several hundred flags ordered of one 
•lie. 


The material used Is purchased by 


sealed proposals and one year alone 
$50.000.00 worth of material was con- 
sumed, the quantity of bunting made 
up that year being one hundred and 
twenty-one thousand yards. 
About 


$20,000.00 WAS paid out for labor dur- 
ing the year. 
All the material must 


Itand jtho fading test, which means 
soaking and washing in soap and 
water and afterward being exposed to 
t .e bright sun for several days. 
It 


inust undergo the strength test as well 


and -iot tear under moderate weight, 
the flags are all mode of bunting, al- 
ihough some silk is used in carrying 
out the designs in many of the foreign 
flags 
An American battleship carries 


the flags of all nations and her equip- 
ment In this lino consists of two hun- 
dred and fifty-five flags These em- 
blems cost the Government about $2,- 
500 00 
The flags used on each battle- 


ship fill a largo sized delivery wagon. 


The largest flag made is 3Gxl9 feet, 


and the smallest one 36x19 Inches. The 
Stars and Stripes are turned out In 
nlno different sizes, and being simple 
in construction these flags require very 
little handsowing. 
The stars aro cut 


with a machine known as a plunger 
and Is operated by one of the five men 
employed to do the heavy work. 
The 


President's flag takes the longest time 
to make of any of the American em- 
blems and te made In two sizes—14x10 
feet and 6x8 feet. 
It consists of a 


dark blue background with the coat 
of arms of the United States In the 
center. The eaglo must bo embroider- 
ed by hand In ailk-—the most delicate 
and£ dainty workmanship 
being re- 


quired. Several women are employed, 
Whose »ol« <lntv i« to embroiflpr />OT- 


tain parts of flags. The silk used on 
the Presidential emblem costs the Gov- 
ernment nine dollars per pound. The 
pressing of a flag, too, requires a skill- 
ful hand for each and every part must 
be clear of wrinkles and the embroid- 
ery must be pressed In such a fashion 
aa to make the embroidered figure 
"stand out." "This Is no place for un- 
skilled labor, I can assure you," said 
one of the presners.
